A mea, woman or child who does not enjoy good health and the bless-, 
Ing of a sound, strong body is handicapped in life no matter how well off 
they may be in this wor!d’s goods, bc cause nothing else, or all else, can com-| 
pensate for the lack vf health, And the nation that does not take active 
measures to promote and protect the public health is allowing a werkneess| 
to continue and develop which cannot but retard the national growth and, 
prosperity and undermine the national gtrength. vt 

While good health and a physically fit body ‘is the first and most imn- 
portant item in the equipment of the individual, and the chief asset of the 
State, second in importance comes a trained and educated mind. A nation 
of giants if ignorant and illiterate could not accomplish much for their own 
betterment, and would, in fact, be a menace to the world. Brute force 
woutd be their dominating characteristic; they would be a relic of caviman 
days. Therefore, wise nations and far-secing Governments place the de- 
velopment of education among the people as one of the, foremost duties of 
the State. : 

It was in recognition of these facts that, in this series of articles on 
the duties, functions and methods of government in Canada, attention has 
been devoted in preceding articles to the work and activities of Government 
along these lines. However, the poss:ssion of health and strength is but 
equipment to do the world’s work, and education is a tool in the hands of 
the workman wherewith he can do the best possible work in the most effi- 
cicnt manner. Given these essentials, it next becomes the duty of the 
State to assist people to work along right lines and by the most approved 
methods, and in ways which will redound to the welfare of the individual 
and the prosperity and growth of the nation. 

There are certain things which cach individual must do for himself; 
there are others which people must accomplish by co-operation and a union 
of their individual efforts; there are others which are beyond the capabili- 
ties of the individual, or groups of individuals, and which must be under- 
taken by the State in the interests of all if success is to be achieved. 

The chicf business of the Western Provinces of Canada is agricultural 
to produce food, not alone for their own people, but for all the world. 
Nature itself designed these Provinces for that work, and it is the part of 
wisdom for Governments to accept Nature's design and assist to the fullest 
possible extent in working it out. It is only right and proper and good 
business that one of the most {mportant of the departments of government 
should be that devoted to agriculture. It {3 well that this fact has been 
recognized so fully in all three Prairie Provinces from the carliest days. 

The duty of fostering agriculture in Canada is, however, not confined 
by the Canadian constitution to either the Federal Parliament or the Pro- 
vincial Legislatures, but Is an obligation laid upon all. Unfortunately, 
this has fed to much duplication of effort and over-lapping in services so 
that full value has not been received by the Dominion for the large sums 
spent annually for the encouragement and improvement of agriculture. 

It is high time that a clear understanding ag to their respective felids 
of endeavor should be arrived at between the Dominion Government on 
the one hand and the Provincial Governments on the other. There arc 
certain phases of agriculture which are common to the whole Dominion 
and these might well be set apart as coming within the exclusive jurisdic- 
tion of the Federal authority. On the other hand, climatic, soil and other 
conditions differ so greatly between the Maritime Provinces, the old Prov- 
inces of Ontario and Quebec, the three Prairie Provinces, and British Col- 
umbia, that it is the height of folly for the Dominion to attempt ‘to deal 
with many of the questions which engage their attention, and which the 
several Provinces, owing to local conditions, have likewise been forced to 
undertake, These might well be left exclusively to the several Provinces 
to manage as their particular interests demand. 

Instead of this being done, {t is unfortunately only too trie that’ in 
tnany cases when a Province {Inaugurates a certain line of work in connec- 
tion with agricultural encouragement and betterment it is a signal for the 
Fed-ral Department of Agriculture to engage in the samo activity, and In 
other Instances Provinces commence a duplication of services being per- 
formed by the Dominion. There appears to be a reluctance on the part 
of officialdom in all our Capltals to abandon any particular branch, possibly 
because {t would mean that some officials would be out of a job; possibly 
for purely party political reasons. Asa result we have dairy branches, and 
livestock branches, and branches devoted to this and that, at Ottawa and 
all the Provinces, with, of course, duplication of cffort and waste of money 
In many ways. 

There Is a wonderful opportunity for some one of the nine or tea 
Ministers of Agriculture In Canada to devise a plan for ending all this con- 
fusion, waste and over-lapping, and for the co-ord'nation of agricultural, 
educational and experimental work in this Dominion. It will mean the 
saving of millions of dollars now wasted for an extension of really worth 
while work in other directions, or enlarging the programmes already heing 
attempted.

Sir Edmund Walker Sounds Warning 
to Curb Extravagant Spending 
Habits. 

A call for sanity of action to mect 
the exceptional and not encouraging 
outlook of the coming year, was 
sounded by Sir Edmund Walker, 
president of the Canadian Bank or 
Commerce, at the annual meeting of 
that institution recently. Sir Edmund, 
after a detailed review of trade and 
industrial conditions, summed up his 
address with the following: 

“Among the light and shadows of 
the world there are at the moment 
too many shadows to warrant any- 
thing but anxious care. You have 
heard from the genera! manager, the 
results of tlie best year the bank 
has ever had, and thus far have not 
had much evidence of a-decline in 
the spending habits of our people or 
the hard tines maybe ahead of us. 
We know, however, that here, as 
elsewhere, all prices, whether of com- 
modities or of labor, must be reduced 
to a inore reasonable basis and the 
effect of the world's lower price for 
farm products is already plain to all. 
When this readjustment has reach- 
ed the retail shop and a new basis 
of values has been generally accept- 
ed, a genuine prosperity will arise 
throughout the world in| which we 
shall have a large share. We shall 
merit and we shall secure that pros- 
perity in proportion to our good sense 
in realizing, however, that our par- 
ticular sin is extravagant expendi- 
ture and willingness to incur debt.”

Only Wild Buffalo Left is Found in 
Mackenzle River District, 


‘The phantom herd of the north nas 
been found. For years a tradition 
of @ great herd of buffalo somewhere 
in the Mackenzie River basin has 
lingered among the fur posts, In- 
dians told of sighting it blackening 
the wild pastures of remote valley, No 
white men had seen it. But trappers 
had chanced upon its trampled trails 
and ten years ago two mighty bulls 
straggled far from their fellows and 
were killed.

“l will eay nothing ebout the United 
States for the moment,” he said, 
“because they are waiting for the 
declasation of policy from their newly 
eiccted President, Until that policy ts 
declared I think any attermpt to an- 
iicipate whet fine the United States 
may take, and, still more, any at- 
tempt to influence that [Ine, would 
be perfectly futile and probably mis- 
cherious,” 

What was obsolutely necessary 
wast to keep some council! of the na- 
tlons together, keep them in touch 
and watch for any tendency to come 
petition fm armaments. When any 
one nation has begun to force the 
pace In the competition of arma- 
ments, let the council of the aations 
prevent that competition growing up 
once more. To be able to do that 
there must be something to keep the 
nations in touch and together, be- 
cause {t is in the beginning of these 
things that effective action can be 
taken, . 
“Some people say that ia a League 
of Nations there till not be any 
certainty,” he added, “but I am con- 
vinced that if you have another war 
twenty yeacs hence, ft will be in a 
sense like this war, but it will be 
infinitely worse, and there will bea 
certainty that {t will destroy the 
civilization of Europe. If you tell 
me the WLeague of Nations is Uto- 
pian, the answer I give ia that I 
prefer the chance of Utopia to.the 
certainty of destruction.”
